printed at the Expenfe of the Publiflier and 
myfelf in purfuance of an Arrangement made 
with the former by me.

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INTRODUCTION. 



AS early as 1753 Preparations began to be made 
between Great Britain and France for aStruggle to 
gain a Predominance in North America. The 

Defeat of Major Wafhington by the French and Indians 
at Little Meadows, of the Britirti under Braddock at the 
Monongahela, of the French under Baron Dieilcau at 
Fort George by the Provincials, the Capture of Ofwcgo 
by the French under Montcalm, the Defeat of Aber- 
crombie by the French at Ticonderoga, the Capture of 
Louiiburgh by Amhcrft, were Ibme of the principal 
Events of the Campaigns of the four Years preceding the 
one undertaken by Major-General Amherit^ in 1759. 

^ Jbffksy Amhbkst was dcfcendcd from an andcnt Kcnti|h Family, 
and bom at Riveiliead ia England, 29111 Janmry, 1717' He early 
devoted himfelf to the ProfejQjioii of Annt, recelvliig an Enjign'a Com- 
mijQTion when only fourteen Years of Age. At the Age of twenty-five lie 
a^led as Aid-de-camp to Lord Ligonier, In the Battles of Dcttlngcn and 
Fontenoy, and afterwacdt jcived to the Staff of the Duke of Cumberland, 
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Encouraged by the Acquiiition of Cape Breton and other 
Conqueftsj the Colonies^ on the Application made to them 
through their Govemours, by Mr. Pitt, prepared vigour- 
oully for this Campaign ; and the vaft and bold Plan was 

formed of completing the Conqueft of Canada during 
this Year. Three Expeditions were accordingly planned 
to effect this Obje<^; one under General Wolfe was to 
aicend the St. Lawrence and reduce Quebec; another

He jaflcd from Portfmomh on the i6lh «^ March, bavlf^ die Command 
of the Troops dcJUncd for the Siege of Loiiijhonig, on ^ 26th of July 
ibllowbig he captured that Place, and without fardier DilRcolQr toA entire 
PoOeJion of Cape Breton. After this Event he Jucceeded Abercromhk 
in the Command of the Army in North America, (jflUn.) The Capture 
of Fort Du Quejhe^ Niagara, Ticonderoga and Crown Point in due Time 
followed. General Amherjl, now jecing that the whole Continent of 
North America was reduced in Subjcflfon to Great Britain, returned to 
Nc%v York, and was received with all the Rejpefl due to his puMtc Scr- 
vices. The Thanks of the Houje of Commons had already been tran]^ 
mitted to him ; and among other honourable Tejlimonies of Approbation, in 
1 761 he was created a Knight of the Bath, (Chalmers.) Although he 
bad been ap}^xiint>.\i Commander-in-chief of all the forces in America, and 
Governor-General of the Briiijli Provinces, he rejigned his Command 
Jhortly after the Condujion of Peace between Great Britab and France, 
and returned to London fai December, 1763, where Honours and Favours 
awaited Mm. In 1 770 he became Govemomr of Oaemfey and its Depen^ 
dcndcs, and two Yean aftcrwatdt was Jivom of the Privy ComidL la 
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under General Prideaux was to proceed againft Niagara; 
and a third under General Amherft was to march againft 

Ticonderoga and Crown Point ; and having accompliflicd 
their Conqucft, to rendezvous at Montreal, 

Having hnilhed the Preparations for the Expeditions 
againft Quebec and Niagara, General Amherft transferred 
his Head Quarters from New York to Albany^ where his 
troops were aiiembled by the laft of May. Yet notwith- 
ftanding the continued Exertions of the General, the 

1776 he was advanced to the Dignity of the Peerage, when he took the 
Title of Baron Amherfl of Hompfdale in the County of Kent; and in 
1787 received another paunt as Haron Amherjt of Montreal, i^Roje.) 
From 1772 to 1782 he ofluiatci! as Comtnanvit-r-in-chicf of the KngHfh 
Forces, jerving thi: latter Part ol which Period he acted as eldcjt General 
on the Staff of England. In 1782 he received the Golden Stkk from the 
King, but on the Change of Aclmtn{|lration, ujually called that of Lord 
NorUi, llic Comoiaiid ef the Army and die Lietttcnant-Gencialjhip of 
Ofdfauuice were pot ialo other Handi. In 1793 he wat again appointed 
to the Command of ^ Army; but fn 1795 he wa» Juperjcded by the 
Duke of York, then in hb 31)1 Year, who had never Jcen any Service. 
The Government upon this Occafion, with a View to soothe the Feelings <^ 
the old General, offered him an Earldom, and the Rank of Field-Marjhad, 
both of which he reje^ed; but in the following Year accepted the Latter* 
He died 3d Augujl, 1797, in the 81JI Year of his Age. Lord Amiierjl 
was as a Man of a collc^^ed and temperate Mind, without Brilliancy or 
Parade; a Jlrift Officer, yet the Soldier's F"riend. He was twice married, 
but left no IjQfue, and was juccccdcd in his Title and EJtates by his Nephew, 
the Son of the Brother whom he had employed in the Redudion of 
Newtoundiand. 
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Summer was far advanced before he could crofs Lake 
George, and he did not reach Ticonderoga until the 22d 
of ]vXjt although he experienced no Oppofition of any 
Coniequence, from the Enemy, becauie their Forces were 
too fmall to defend thatPoft, much leis to attempt ulteriour 
Operations. The Forces under the immediate Command 
of this General exceeded twelve thoufand Men, the greater 
Part of which were Provincials, furniflied by the Cqlonies 
of New York, and New England. On the Appearance 
of thefe Forces before the Lines at Ticonden;>ga» the 
Enemy, the very next Day, abandoned the Fort This 
Step they were compelled to take, in Coniequence of the 
Fccblencls oi the Gan iloii, occalioncd by llic \V itiidrawal 
of the greater Part of the Troops to Canada, for the 
Purpole of repelling the Invalion expelled on the Side of 
Quebec. The Plan of the Campaign on the Part of the 
French iSsems to have been to delay the invading Army 
as much as pofllible, by the Appearance of Defence, but. 
not to hazard any conliderable Diminution of their 
Strength, by defending Places until they fliould be fo com- 
pletely inverted, as to render the Retreat of the Garriibn 
impradticable. The Hope feems to have been enter- 
tained, on their Part, not without Reaibn, that by retreat- 
ing from Poft to Foft, and making a Show in their 
enfeebled State, of intending to defend each, the Advance 
of the Anglo- Amei icaa Army might be retarded until tiie 
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Seaibn for Adion on the Likes ihould pa& away, while 
their Force would gradually be ib concentrated as to 
enable them to maintain feme Point which would arreft 

the Progrefs of the Army under Amherft, down the St. 
Lawrence to Uuebec. {Macauley, Hiji, N, T.) In pur- 
fuance of this Plan, on the 26th July, 1759, the Day after 
the Reduction of Niagara, Ticonderoga furrendered, and 
thus paved the Way for the Subjedion of Canada. 
{Chalmers,) The Garrifon which evacuated Ticonderoga 
retired to Crown Point, and General Amherft, having 
taken Pofteftion of this Poft, which covered the Frontiers 
of New York on this Side, ordered the Works to be 
repaired^ and allotted a ibx>ng Garriibn for its Defence. 
Hie Acquifition» however, was not obtained without ibme 
Lois ; among others, Colonel TownHiend was killed by a 
cannon Shot, while reconnoitcring the Works. {See p. 77.) 
While Amherft was employed in the Repairs of Ticonde- 
roga, he received Intelligence about the firft of Auguii, 
that the Enemy had abandoned Crown Point. He im- 
mediately detached a Body of Troops to take Pofleffion of 
the Place, and on the 4th of the fame Month, proceeded 
with the main Army, and landed and encamped at die 
iame Place. Here he learned that the Enemy liiid retired 
to the lile aux Noix, at the other End of Lake Ciiamplain, 
five Leagues fouth of St. Johns ; and that their Force, 
encamped at that place, under the Conunand of M. de 
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Burlemaque, amounted to three thouiand five handred 
cfFedive Men, and that the Lake was occupied by iaox 
Veflelsy mounted with Cannon, and manned with Piquetsof 
different Regiments, under the Command and I>ire6Bon of 

M.le Bras, a Captain of the French Navy, afiilUd by M. de 
Rigal, and other fea Officers. In Confequence of this In- 
ibtmadon. General Amherft caufed feveral VeiTels of War 
to be^onftructed, under the Superintendence of Captain 
Loring, in order that he might obtain the Command of the 
Lake. Theie being completed and equipped, the General 
embarked with the whole Army in Batteaux, on the 
eleventh of Od:ober, and proceeded down the Lake Ibme 
Diftancc, but owing to the Tempells which enfued, was 
cbliged to return again to Crown Point, and give over the 
Defign of penetrating into Canada for the Prdent. In the 
mean Time, he put his Army into winter Quarters* and 
ftrengthened the Works at Crown Pomt. He alio caufed 
a Road to be opened from Ticonderoga to MafTachufetts 
and New Hampfhirc, to the End that Communications 
might be had with thofe Provinces by more dire^ Routes^ 
than by the Way of the Hudibn and Albany. Captain 
Loring however, went down the Lake and fell in with die 
French naval Force* which he defeated and defboyed, 
whereby the Command of its Waters came into the Hands 
of the Invaders. [Macaulefs Htfl. N. T, tit, 42.) 

Thus terminated the memorable Campaign of 1759* 
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alike creditable to the military Abilities of General Am- 
herftf and advantageous to the Britiih Colonies, which 
had been ib long harailed by the Incnrfions of the French 
and Indians of Canada. It will be obferved that to the 

provincial Troops employed \n this Expedition is to be 
attributed a greater Share of Renown than is ufually 
awarded to them. By their Zeal, Diicipline and native 
Energy, they contributed in no fhiall Degree to the Succefs 
of the Campaign. Among their Officers will be £>und 
not a few who were trained here for the lafting Fame 
which they acquired in the War of the Revolution. The 
Notes which accompany the Text, gathered from every 
available Source, although they ferve to refcue their 
Memory, leave us to regret ttiat of Come of them fo litde 
ihouki be known.

The Powder in the Arfcnal in Cliarles- 
town was feized ; detachments were ftnt 
out to take poHcfrion of the Stores in 
Salem and Concord and tiie Batdc of 
Lexington became the Signal of War. 
In May, 1775, the Provincial ConfieA 
declared Gage to be an inveterate Enemy 
of the Country, dilqualiiied from fer\'ing 
the Colony as Governor and unworthy 
of obedience. From this time the exer- 
cifc ot his functions was confined to 
Bofton. In June he ifllicd a Proclama- 
tion, ofFering Pardon to all the Rebels 
excepting Samuel Adams and John 
Hancock, and proclaimed Martial Law ; 
but the affair of Breed's Hill, a few days 
afterwards, proved to him that he had 
miftaken tfaechanfler of die Americans.

1 John Small was bom in 1726, in 
Scrathardic, Atholc, Scotland, and fcrved 
originally in tlic Scotch Brigade, then in 
the Dutch Service i received a Cominis- 
iion as Enfign in the 42d Highlanders, 
Augull 29, 1747, in whicli V'car he 
coimiund a Party llationcd at Glcnclg 
tSnaH waa employed htinting (he Rebels 
ihrough the Highlands. The Company 
to which he belonged having been re- 
duced in 1 748, he went on Half-p«y, 
but was again callcvl into aflivc Service 
in 1756* when he was appointed lieu- 
tensnttn his old Regiment on the eve of 
its Departure for America, to join the 
Expedition under Lord Loudon. In 
1758, the Regiment Icrvcd under Gen. 
Abcrcromby agdnft Ticondcroga, and 
Lieut. Small accompanied the F x-p-diti'^tn 
under Amhcrll the following Vear to 
the fame Part of the Country, and in 
1 760 went down trom Ofw^o to Mon- 
treal } he fervcd in the Welt Indies in 
176a, and on the 6th of Auguft of diat 
Year was promoted to a Company. The 
fecond Battalion then returned to Scot- 
land, and was reduced in 1.763, and 
Captain Small went on Half-pay, where 
he remained until April, 1765, when 
he was appointed to a Company in the 
2 ill or Royal North Britilh ruziken 
which came f:)on after to .America. He 
continued with til is Regiment until I77<;, 
when he received a comnufhon to raiie 
a Corps ol Highlanders in Nova Scotia 
in aid of the Crown. No Chief of 
Ibimer Days ever more firmly fecured 
the Attachment of his Clan, and no 
Chief, certainly, ever dcierved it better. 
With an cnthulnffic and almoft foman- 



dc Love of his Country and Country- 
men, it fecmed as if the principal ob' 

ject of his life had been to ferve them, 
and promote their Profpcrity. Equally 
brave in leading them in the Field, and 
kind, jiill, and coiiciliaiing in Ouarfcrs, 
they would have indeed been ungrateful, 
if they had regarded him otherwife than 
as they did. There was not an inftancc 
of Delertion in this Battalion. He was 
appointed Major, commanding the zd 
Battalion of the 84th Roval Emigrants, 
with a Portion of which he joined the 
Army under Sir Henry Clinton at 
New York in 1779, and in 1780 was 
appointed Lieutenant Colonel of his Re- 
giment. The Grenadier Company wa3 
at the Battle of Euta w Springs. In 1 781 
he was quartered on Long Ifland and in 
1 7 S3 the Regiment was diil>audcd. The 
Men who were Americans, and had 
cnlirted while the 84th was Rationed on 
Long liland, emigrated to Nova Scotia, 
when dtey folded the preient Town ik 
Douglafs. Lieutenant-Colonel Small be- 
came a Colonel in the .'Vrmy on the 1 8th 
November, 1790, and was appointed 
Lieutenant-Governor of Gucrnfcy in 
'793 « he was promoted to the Rank of 
Major-General 3d October, 1794, and 
died at Gucrnfcy on 1 7th March, 1 796, 
in the -odi Year ot his ngc (Gentle- 
man's Maga/inc, LX\'I, 35 ^ ; Browne's 
Highland Clans, IV, ii;,, 167, 309;

1 Jonathan Carver, the well known 

cnterprifing traveler, was a Native, it is 
believed, ot Canterbury, Ct., and was 
born in 173s* He loft his Father (who 
was a Juftice of the Peace) when he was 
only five Years of Age. He was intended 
for the profeffion of Medicine* wUch 
he quitted far a Military Life. He 
ferved with Reputation in the Expedition 
carried on acrofi the Lakes againft 
Canada. After the Peace he formed 
the refolutton of Exploring the moft in- 
terior Pam of Norm America, and of 
even penetrating to the Pacific Ocean, 
over that broad Part of the Continent 
which lies between the forty-third and 
the forty-fixth degrees of North Latitude. 
As the Englifli had come in pofTeffion 
of a vaft Territory by the Conquell of 
Canada, lie wtflied to render this .Acqui- 
fition profitable to his Country, while he 
gratified his Taftc for Adventures. He 
believed diat the French had intentionan7 
kept other Nations ignorant 0' the inte- 
rior Parts ot North America. He hoped 
to facilitate the difcoveiy of a North- 
wen; Paflagc, or of a Communication 
between the Hudfon's Bay and the Pacific 
Ocean. If he could effect the cftabliih- 
ment of aPoft on the Straits of Annian« he 



fuppoied he fliould thus open a Channel 

for conveying Intelligence to CJiinu and 
iJie Engiiili Settlements in ihc EalUndies 
widl greater expedition than by a tcdioiu 
Voyage by the Cape of Good Hope or 
the Straits of Magellan. With ihcfe 
Views he fet out from Bofton in 1 766, 
and in September (jf that Year arri\ ed at 
Michillimakinac, the molt interior Eng- 
lifli Poft. He applied to Maj o r R ogcrs, 
the Go\crnor, to furnifli him with a pro- 
per Affortmcnt of Goods, as a Prcfcnt 
tor the Indians living in the Track which 
he intended to purfiie. Receiving a Sup- 
ply in part, it was promifed that the 
remainder fhould be fent to him when 
he reached the Falls of St. Anthony in 
the River Miliiflippi. In confcquence 
of the failure of the Goods, he found it 
neceflary to return to Prairie la Chieit 
in the Spring of 1767. Being thus re- 
tarded in Jm Progrcis wellward, he 
determined to direft his Conrfe north- 
ward, that by finding a communication 
between the Miilillippi and Lake Supe- 
rior, he might meet 1 me Traders at the 
grand Portage at the northwefl Side of 
the Lake.
